His body was 
so badly mangled by the explosion that iden- 
tification was impossible, Who he was prom- 
ised to become one of the great unsolved 
mysteries of N York crime, when the

assailant.

days before the assault. It. was White’s 
story. He picked .up a button in Sage’s of- 
fice and noted that it hore the name of a 
clothing maker.

How Barrie Case Was 
Delayed in Missouri. 
HE chronology of the Barrie case is a strik- 
7 ing illustration of the law’s delays in Mis- 
souri, under our present Constitution. Bar- 
rie,.through his attorney, Marion C. Early, filed 
suit for damages in the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
May 19, 1900. 

The casé was set for trial Nov. 12, 1900. There 
was a special jury. law on the statute books then 
and the Railways company called for a. special 
jury. Thig resulted in Barrie asking for a change 
of venue. The case. was transferred to the Cir- 
cult Court at Clayton and tried March 18, 1901. 

The jury awarded Barrie a judgment for $2860. 
At this point technicalities began to enter into 
the case. The Transit company applied for a new 
trial on the ground that the court erred in not 
sustaining a demurrer to the evidence. The court 
granted a new trial. 

As a result of this ruling; Barrie was out of 
court unless he could get a reversal of the Judge's 
decision holding that he was not entitled to have 
his case heard by a jury. He appealed to the 
Court of Appeals, May 15, 1901. 

The case was held up by the: Court of Appeals 
for more.than two years and April 21, 1903, it 
handed down a decision sustaining the opinion of 
the lower court: Barrie next applied for a re- 
hearing itn. the Court of Appeals and this was 
grented May 13, 1903.

In an address last week the 
official in @harge at Norfolk bewailed the difficul- 
ties of tree planting through the shortsighted folly 
of the forefathérs in laying out the streets so nar- 
row. 

Washington, this fall, has planted many hundreds 
of young trees in the business section. To create 
uniformity, many fairly good trees were removed. 
The streets that have been planted look odd with 
their long rows of,new wooden tree boxes. Without 
the sigry of its trees, Washington would be a very 
shabby town. 

When Boss Shepherd, the father of Washington’s 
trees, began his work in the early seventies, with 
great shrewdness to disarm huvstility, he began in the 
poorer sections and made the rth people wait. The 
result is seen today. Factory districts and those that 
stood still in improvements, have many of the most 
gorgeous tree-lined streets, and they are as well 
kept as those of any other section. 

Washington treats the small-home owner well. in 
the matter of street paving, too. His street 18 as 
well paved, in mogt cases, as the millionaire’s, be- 
sides the alleys are all brick 6r asphalt paved. 

Much of the opposition to improvements in. St. 
Louis has been created by what seems an unfair 
treatment of the little fellow in an out of the way 
locality. 

Planting trees should begin where the small homes 
are and the entire cost of planting and maintenance 
should come from the city treasury as in other cities.

There was no time to 
be lost, and, nothing daunted, the re- 
porter dashed off an interview with the 
suspected man’s sweetheart, a strikingly 
beautiful young woman, who had no ex- 
istence except in the reporter’s imagina- 
tién, but who, nevertheless, as later ap- 
peared in print, had declared her im- 
plicit confidence in the innocence of the 
accused and her intention’ of sticking 
by him to the bitter end. 

Any one of the misnamed “harmless 
fakes’ that I have cited would, standing 
by itself, be practically harmless. But 
other fakes built on the same lines are 
being perpetrated day after day. The 
evil Hes in the grand total of readers 
who eventually detect these “harmless 


| fakes,” and who talk and write about 


them until they (the fakes) become mat- 
ters of general public knowledge. No 
one respects a liar, in print or out. 


Destroys a Paper's Influence. 
A very large majority of people resent 


being fooled. They may enjoy- reading a 
good story, But they want their news 
and their fiction tn separate packages 
and properly labeled. Readers who dis- 
cover that their newspapers are repeéat- 
edly false and misleading in tnimpor- 
tant matters are bound to question their 
truthfulness when matters of serious 


fimport are under consideration, and the 


real influence of the newspapers is put 


| to the test. Thus, for example, a news- 


paper which had acquired and retained 


} the public confidence might successful- 


ly oppose the election of an unfit man 
to office by publishing the truth con- 
cerning his bed record. 

A President, @ Governor or a Mayor 
would hardly dare to appoint to a po- 
sition of trust a man. with a bad record 
if the truth respecting the bad record 
Were spread broadcast in the commun- 
ity in the columns of a newspaper 
which the public believed was truth- 
ful. On- the other hand, the publica- 
tion of the truth respecting a bad. car 
didate for office in a newspaper with » 
general reputation for faking might a 
little injury to his chances, and ha: 
sometimes even been known to react i: 
his favor.

MlENTIRE CITY PAYS NOW 


Acquiring of Gen. Sherman 
Home and Market Street 
Plaza Are Objectives. 


An ordinance outlining and au- 
thorizing an entirely new method of 
taxation and condemnation of prop- 
erty for park and boulevard pur- 
poses in St. Louis is being drafted by 
City Counselor Walther at the request 
of the City Plan Commission. The 
proposed measure will recommend an 
atnendment to the City Charter to le- 
galize tenefit districts and the exten- 
sion of payments by property owners 
over a period of years. The ordl- 
nance will be submitted to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembiy when it convenes 
after the holiday vacation. 

The proposed system follows to 2 
large extent the Kansas City park 
and boulevard laws. Walter © 
Stevens, secretary of the City Pian 
Commiasion, recently visited Kansas 
City to investigate the park plan of 
that city and recommend the adoption 
in St. Louis of such parts of the laws 
as would be applicable here. 

The purchase of a block of ground 
at Kine’s highway and Euclid ave- 
nue, the “before-the-war’ home of 
Gen. W. T. Sheman, to be maintained 
as a park by Ahe city will probably 
be one of the frst parks establishe4 
under the proposed plan if the mea- 
sure is approved by the voters of St. 
Louis. This block contains about 300 
large shade. trees surfounding the 
historic dwelling formerly ocouplies 
by Gen. Shermah. The éreation of a 
park there is urged by the Bucitdé 
Park Improvement Association. 

Assessments Not Legal Now. 

Under the present law the City of 
St. Louls cannot assess adjacent 
property for the creation of a park. 
The property must be purchased out- 
right by the city either from a gener- 
al appropriati6n or by a bond issue. 
T™n this manner the taxpayers in the 
entire city assume the expense of all 
parks. Experience has s own that 
bond issues for park purposes are 
not popular in Sst. Louis and the 
amount available from the general 
fund is limited. 

Under the proposed system parks and 
boulevards may be established by the 
formation of benefit districts in which 
the city and owners of property in the 
district will each pay an equitable share 
of the expense. The cost will be di- 
¥ided- into installments extending for 
a term of years. 

The proposed plan will not create any 
new boards or make additional expense 
but the present routine will be followed. 
The ordinances for proposed parks or 
boulevards will continue to originate 
with the Board of Public Improvements 
and will be submitted to the Municipal 
Assembly for approval, under the pro- 
posed plan. When a benefit district is 
authorized a jury of commissioners will 
be appointed to make the awards of 
damages and recommend the taxation 
Value of property affected. These 
awards and valuations will be submitted 
to the Municipal Assembly for approval. 

Taxation Awards in Notes, 

To make avaliable for ute the entire 
anfount the park will cost, the ordi- 
nance will provide that the taxation 
awards will be in the shape of negoti- 
able registered certificates which the 
dity may dispose of at low rates of in- 
terest. In Kansas City certificates of 
this character are eagerly sought by 
insurance companies having large sums 
to Invest, according to Stevens. 

The central] idea it is hoped to carry 
out through the proposed system is the 
construction of a park and boulevard 
between Market and Chestnut streets 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue. 
The law will be made general, however, 
and will be elastic enough to provide for 
the establishment of parks and park-« 
ways in any part of the city at com- 
paratively small expense to realty own- 
ers. 

The City Plan Commission also is 
considering. the recommendation of an 
amendment to the State Constitution al- 
lowing excess condemnation of land in 
cities, This is intended to enlarge the 
power of park boards by authorizing the 
city to condémn and purchase land ad- 
joining proposed parks. This surplus 
property may be held dy the city until 
it increases in Value or it may be sold 
or leased by the city and the revenue

National Body Has for Purpose 
Obtaining Legislation to. Re- 
claim 400,000,000 Acres. 

The National. Drainage Congress is to 
assemble in St. Louls the first or sec- 
lond week in March, 1918, for its an- 
tnual convention. The exact date will 
be arranged by Thomas I.. Cannon, 
secretary of the Conventions Bureau of 
St. Louis, with the national officers of 
the Drainage Congress, Tuesday. 

The Drainage Congress has for its 

purpose the passage of state and na- 
tional legislation and the enlistment of 
private interest in the work of drata- 
ing 150,000,000 acres of public lands and 
| 250,000,000 acres of land privately owned 
iwhich are now, covered, or partly cov- 
‘ered, with water, But which, owing to 
‘alluvial deposits, would become the 
most productive lands in the United 
States if properly drained.

Philadelphia Women Already

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14,—Mrs. 
Frieda Hartmann Trost in less than 
an hour today was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree for having 
poisoned her husband, a bridegroom 


of less than a week, so that she might 
inherit his money. Death by hanging 
is the penalty and Philadelphia wom- 
en are circulating petitions to Gov. 
Tener, requesting that the death pen- 
alty, which Judge Audenried must 
impose, be commuted tw life imprison- 
ment. 

It is 26 years since a woman 
charged with murder in the first de- 
gree was convicted in Philadelphia. 
The last woman convicted was Mrs. 
Whitely, who killed her husband and 
children fo get the insurance upon 
thir Iives. She died upon the gal- 
lows. : | 

William Trost married Frieda Hart- 
mann, then a widow, Aug. 1, 1912. 
Six days later he died from arsenic, , 
alleged to have been given him -n 
medicine by his wife. 

“Other Man” to Be Tried, 

Edward Guenkel, the “other man” 
in the case, will be tried as an accom- 
plice. It was shown at the trial that 
Guenkel, a married. man, really was 
the “boss’”’ around the Trost house- 
hold. He even arranged all the de- 
tails of the wedding between Mrs. 
Hartmann and Trost. 

Before the widow would consent to 
her marriage to Trost, she insisted 
that they boti? make wills. She also 
insisted that Trost should leave all 
his possessions, consisting of about 
37000, to her. In her ill she be- 
queathed all her earthly possessions 
to Guenkel and her 12-year-old 
daughter. 

Trost ‘continually showed his fear 
of his wife. He told friends he want- 
ed to leave her and remove his 
clothes’ from home.

He 
later purchased a saloon, which went 
to his wife at his death. When Hart- 
mann died Feb. 19, 1911, the neigh- 
bors remarked his death was _ sus- 
picious, but the widow soon put an 
end to these rumors by declarnig she 
would cause the arrest of any person 
who repeated them.

Committeeman Rice of 6th 
Ward Says He Wants No But- 
ting In in His Bailiwick. 


An atmésphere that would have been 
torrid enough to satisfy the Big Bull 
Moose himself characterized the organi- 
zation meeting of the St. Louis Demo- 
cratic Progressive League at the Plant- 
ers Hotel last night. 

The meeting had been called by John 
P, Leahy as chairman to adopt by-laws. 
The speakers were expected to talk on 
the future that awaited the ‘awakened 
progressive spirit in the local ranks of 
the Democracy, 

Committeeman Ed Rice of the Sixth 
Ward soon after the gathering, which 
was attended by close to 100 Democrats, 
had been called to order, began to smash 
the arranged program. He unequivo- 
cally declared that he saw no reason 
for the existence of the organization; 
that it would merely interfere with the 
work of the City Committee, and {ff the 
organizers came “butting into his ward” 
they would find anything but a friendly 
reception. 

Primary Law Chief Object. 

T. J. Casey, secretary of the Progres- 
sives, endeavored to pacify Rice by ex- 
plaining to him the purposes of the 
club. He said the league would never 
invade a ward where the organization 
was capable; that its chief aim was to 


have a State-wide primary law enacted, 


and that it would never go on record as 
indorsing one candidate and opposing 
another, but would simply strive to 
quicken the life of the Democratic party 
in St. Louis. 

Casey’s explanation 
to mollify Rice but it riled Morris 
O'Connor, defeated Democratic  ‘Con- 
gressional candidate in the Tenth Dis- 
trict, who earlier in the evening had 
been appointed on_ the committee to 
effect a permanent organization and he 
withdrew from the committee. 

“Tf this league is not going to in- 
dorse or Oppose any candidate I don’t 
see any reason why it showld be born,’’ 
he said, ‘I am for William Woerner for 
Mayor of the City of St. Louis and any 
organizations that- are not for himi don’t 
appeal to me very strongly.”’

‘(Chairman Leahy then shied his castor 
into the ring and bluntly told O’Connor, 
and all who felt as he did, that if they 
didn’t care to join the organization they 
could remain on the outside looking in, 
and that he was of the opinion that 
perhaps after all the league would sur- 
vive: withoutitheir dssistance.

ence to lecal assaults in labor dis- 
putes, “had the local authorities done 
their duty there wouldn't have .been 
any need of a trial here,” 

Second te Los Angeles. 

District Attorney Miller had stated 
there were 15 explosions in and néar 
Cleveland and that the explosions, 
for which no one had been prose- 
cuted, were the basis of the charges 
by the Government dealing with the 
illegal transportation of explosives. 
The District Attorney said a “reign 
of terror” had existed in Cleveland 
“second only to that at Los Angeles.” 
Smith denied he had caused any ex- 
plosions, but he admitted he was im- 
plicated in assaults “when called up- 
on to defend himself.” 

As typical of the assaults the Gov- 
ernment said one. nonunion work- 
man’s teeth were knocked out by an- 
other man’s heel. 

“With fights going on there in 
Cleveland week after week and no 
one arrested for causing explosions; 
I would like to ask what kind of a 
government have you in, ACleveland?” 
asked Miller. 

“We have as.good a government 
as anywhere in the country,” replied 
Smith.” 

“But they never prosecute any’ one, 
de they?” 

“Yes, some,” 

Smith was charged with complicity 
iu causing explosions at North Ran- 
dall, and Akron, near Cleveland. 

“Some of Them Told Truth.” 

“Sixteen witnesses have appeared 
against you,” said Miller. “Among 
them were two lttle girls, who gaid 
they saw you and George Anderson 
carrying a box near North Randall 
the night of the explosion. Do you 
say all those witnesses did not tell 
the truth?” 

“Some of them told the truth, but 1 
didn’t know anything about the ex- 
plosion until the nex® day.”

After three years of constant ef- 
fort and the expenditure of more 
than $2000 Frank Sida, a grocer of 
1216 North Spring avenue, will have 
what he calls “the best Christmas 
gift in St. Louis.” 

At. last he has broken down ‘the 
barriers which prevented his wife and 
three children from coming here from 
Kassa, Bohemia, and they will be 
with him for Christmas,dinner. 

Mrs. Sida, her daughters and a son 
have at last been permitted to sail 
from a German port and will arrive 
in New York next Thursday. They 
will at once come to St. Louis to 
join their husband and father. 

In bringing- about this result Sida 
and his attorney, George A. Davies, 
have had to contest the laws of two 
countries and the rules of a big 
steamship company. 

The primary reason for holding the 
family in Europe was that steamship 
physicians found that Mrs. Sida had 
symptoms of trachoma when Sida 
went to Europe for his family three 
years ago. Under the. company’s 
rules no One who has trachoma can 
travel on its ships. 

Children Wouldn’t Leave Mother. 

The children, Elona, 20 years old, 
George, 19, and Georgianna, 15, at 
that time were unwilling to come to 
America unless their mother ‘could 
accompany them and they returned 
to their Bohemian home after bidding 
their husband and father a tearful 
farewell. 

Returning to America Sida opened 
a systematic campaign to force the 


steamship company to lift the ban 
against his wife. 
In this he encountered new and 


unexpected obstacles which required 
the-use of- the machinery. of the 
United States Government. As a first 
step in the contest Sida had Dr. Jan- 
ovitz, a noted European specialist, ex- 
amine his wife’s eyes.

Sida, through Attorney Davies, 
then asked for and obtained a hear- 
ing before Immigration Commission- 
er Dunn in St. Louis. After reading 
depositions and the report of Dr. 
Janovitz he assured Sida that the 
United States’ would not exclude Mrs. 
Sida if the steamship company would 
agree ‘to bring her to this country. 
This entering wedge decision was 
made a year ago.

BIG CHANGES IN RATES 
OF INSURANCE EXPECTED 


Mobile Bill Drawn by State Of- 
ficials Provides Two Classes 
of Fraternal Policies. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—Life Insurance 
experts who have been in consultation 
acy recently predict big changes in in- 
du@rial and fraternal insurance rates 
within the next few years. The frater- 
nal insurance organizations will be reg- 
ulated by the “Mobile Dbill,’’ which is 
expected to pass virtualy all state leg- 
islatures. 

This bill was drawn by state insur- 
ance commissioners at a meeting in Mo- 
bile and has been amended slightly by 
the three organizations of fraternal in- 
surance societies. It provides for two 
classes of polifies, one on a rate that 
increases with age, the other on a level 
rate for entire life. It provides that 
the funds must be kept apart. Some 
fraternal societies are fighting this bill, 
but others have accepted it. 

The industrial upheaval is predicted 
through state insurance, such as Wis- 
consin alréady has in force and which 
Michigan is expected to adopt this win- 
ter. The Michigan Insurance Depart- 
ment estfmates the net profit on indus-

UP TO COMPANIES 


Missouri Agents Resolve That 


Law Compels Actuarial Firms 
to Use Filed Schedule. 


Before adjourning yesterday evening, 


the Missouri Association of Fire Insur- 
ance Agents adopted a resolution that 
all companies represented by the Mis- 
souri Actuarial Bureau are compelled 
under the Oliver rating law of 1911 to 
charge the filed rates. The associa- 
tion met in the Planters Hotel and 
elected officers. 

The resolution wag based ‘upon the 
opinion of the association's attorney, 
Charles W. Bates, to the effect that the 
rates are now obligatory. The resolu- 
tion provides that’ Bates’ opinion be 
printed and distributed to the agents 
throughout the State. 

As originally prepared the resolution 
read that all agents of insurance com- 
panies represented by the Actuarial Bu- 
reau were compelled to charge the rate, 
Lut it was amended after a discussion 
to place the burden of responsibility 
upon the companies. This was done in 
the hope that all companies would order 
their agents to comply with the law, 
despite the attitude of State Insurance 
Commissioner Frank Blake, who is 
steadfastly refusing to allow the new 





the resolution in the original form, 
Claring that he did not believe it 
policy for the association to deliver 4 


back-hand slap to the State Insurance} 


Commissioner. He said, however, that 


he saw no reason why the agents should}: 


not obey their companies, and that he 
hoped the adoption of the amended reso- 
lution would have the effect of causing 
the companies to instruct agents to 
adopt rates according to the opinion of 
Attorney Bates. 

The resolution also recommends that 
the Insurance Department of the State 
be given all information bearing on the 
experience of the companies, and pre- 
mfiums and losses in Missouri, whéther 
in the hands of the Actuarial Bureau or 
not, to the end that full confidence in 
the good faith of the rating may be 
established. 


All th officers of the association were 
re-elected, -as follows: Sam D. Capen, 
St. Louis, president; W. D. Hemenway, 
St. Louis, first vice-president; L. H. 
Stubbs, St. Joseph, second vice-presi- 
dent; Walter H. Bales, Kansas City, 
third vice-president, and Howard £. 
Gray, Joplin, secretary-treasurer. 

In order to stimulate interest among 
country agents and to get a working 
organization that will help in legisla- 
tive matters pertaining to the insurance] 
business, the officers, constituting the 
executive cemmittee, were authorized to 
select, one or: more vice-presidents in 
eace senatorial district of the State. 
Heretofore country agents have taken 
little intérest in the workings of the 
organization, and it is hoped the selec- 
tion of vice-presidents throughout. the 
State will awaken interest in the as- 
sociation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—The pros- 
sécution in the impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Judge Robert W. 
Archbalad of the Commerce Court, 
concluded its examination in chief 
this afternoon. The defense will be- 
win the presentation of its case 
Monday. Counsel for Judge Arch- 
bald say they will not have an un- 
usual number of witnesses. They 
expect to cénclude their examination 
within a week. 

The House managers did not. call 
a number of witnesses for whom sub- 
penas were issued. In closing the 
presentation of their case much soon- 
er than anticipated, the House man- 
agetfs followed the advice of several 
Senators, Republicans and Democrats. 
It was held that the prosecution had 
fully established its articles of im- 
peachment and that the duplication 
of testimony beyond @ certain point 
was useless. | 
Henry W. Cannon, New York fi- 
nancier, ‘cousin to Mrs. Archbald, who 
took the Judge and his wife on an 
European trip, will not appear. He 
is said to be on a houseboat in 
Florida, and the managers said they 
would not delay the trial ‘to locate 
him. Mrs. Sophia Hutchinson, whose 
name appeared on a note for $2500 
as an indorser with Judge Archbald, 
was not called.-- She-had@ been wait- 
ing in the Sergeant-at-arm’s office for 
several days to testify, but it was 
decided not to place her on the wit- 
ness stand. 

Vote Against Archbald. 

By a vote of 29 to 25 the Senate 
admitted in evidence the testimony of 
Cc. G Boland that his attorney, G. 
M. Watson, told him Judge Archbald 
was interested with him in the set- 
tlement of the Boland claim against 
the Delaware, Lackawana & West- 
ern Railroad Co., and that he pro- 
posed to give to the Judge one-fourth 
of the amount received in excess of 
$85,000. It was the first close di- 
vision recorded in the trial. It was 
explained that Watson is ill and un- 
able to come here, when he was not 
called, 

Purse for Trip to Europe. 
Today’s witnesses inclueded C. Larue 
Munson, Williamsport, Pa.; Samuel H. 
Swingle, of the Premier Coal Co., 
Scranton; Fred W. Jones, of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Coal Co; O. 
H. Vonstorch, a Scranton lawyer; W. 
W. Risinger, a coal man of Scranton; 
W. M. Ruth, bank cashier of Scranton; 
J. R. Wilson, secretary of the Scranton 
Tionduras Mining Co.; Edward R, 
W. Searle, clerk of the Federal (Judge 
Archbald’s) Court in Middle Pennsyl- 
vania, and T. F.. Farrell of New York. 

Most of the witnesses testified in 
regard to Judge Archbald’s alleged ac- 
tivity in regard to culm bank leases, 
and the discounting of notes bearing 
his name. 

Munégon and Séarle were examined if 
regard to the raising of $500 4s a purse 
toward defraying Judge Archbald’s ex- 
pénses on a trip to Europe in 1910, 
Munson said he was asked to subscribe 
to the purse and that he declined, be- 
cause Of his high regard for the Judge 
and his desire not to embarrass him. 

“TIT would like to say,’’ added Munson, 
“that I always found Judge Archbald 
Absolutely fair and impartial, and that 
I never tried a case before a more 
honorable and upright Judge than he.”’ 

Refreshes His Memory. 
Searle declared that since testifying 
before the House Judiciary Committee 
he had refreshed his memory in regard 
to the purse. He said the plan. to pre- 
sent it originated in a talk about giv- 
ing a dinner for the Judge before he 
went t6 Europe. It developed that only 
eight or nine could attend the dinner, 
ahd so those who had planned the af- 
fair agreed to givé to the Judge the 
monhey raised. They feared that the 
Judge would refuse it, and so put the 
money in an envelope marked “sailing 
orders—do not open until two days 


4 out.” 


Searle said Judge Archbald came to 
him on receiving 4 letter from Cannon, 
inviting him to be his guest on the Ew- 
ropean trip. 

He explained that Judge Arch- 
bald hesitated to accept because those 
he owed might feel that he should 
have used the money it would cost for 
the trip in paying his debts. 

Searle, pressed as to the Judge’s debts, 
said there were debts; but that the 
Judge's credit was good.

It is contended by many of ou? 
people that boxing, when properly 
conducted, can be made a_ popular 
source of: entertainment, and there 
seems to be no good reason why this 
should not be so when it is consid- 
ered that objectionable features 
which formerly offended’ are rapidly 
being eliminated- and the sport re- 
duced to one in which persons may 
engage and the public patronize 
without being classed as “undesir- 
able citizens.” 

A trend of the times is noted in the 
fact that the unscrupulous promoter, 
the.“faker,” “staller” and boxer who 
loses by a deliberate foul is a target 
for criticism and is soon driven from 
the game. ‘ 

Followers of the sport demand a 
square deal, or they. want'.to know 
the reason why they cant’ one. 
Nor does the fan today tolerate the 
Pbrutality that formerly featured the 
prize ring. Modern ring methods are 
so entirely different from those 
which formerly prevailed that it is 
reasonable to believe boxing will soon 
be one of the recognized: legitimate 
aports. 


State Commission Needed. : 


It is the intention of those. inter- 
ested in the framing of a bill for 
presentation to the Missouri Legis- 
lature to incorporate provisions that 
will protect promoters, patrons and 
boxers so long as certain require- 
ments are adhered to. 

Among these provisions will Veen 
ably be ome creating a State Boxing 
Commission having jurisdiction over 
all public contests held within the 
State. 

This commission would have the 
right to issue licenses to all clubs 
desiring to hold boxing contests, sub- 
ject to such rules and regulations as 
the commission may prescribe with- 
in the law governing boxing in the 
State. 

Other provisions contemplated by 
the men drafting the law are: 

All buildings used for exhibi- 
tions to be properly ventilated 
and equipped with plenty of exits 
and fire escapes. 

No bout to exceed a amicahdneiiis 
number of rounds, probably 10. 

Promoters. or boxers :.partici- 
pating in “fake” contests to be 
fined and barred. 

Recetpts from all boxing shows 
to be subject to a tax which will 
go toward . maintaining the ex- 
penses of the boxing commission. 

Liquer sot to be sold on the 
club premises. 

No boxes to be allowed to en- 
ter the ring unless certified to 
physically by a physictan. 

All rings to be “stakelens,” 
with ropes weappee and flooring 
padded. 

Referees to be appo by the 
boxing commiagsion, s@bject to 
removal for incompetency or vic- 
lation of the rales and regule-

tomobile Club of St. Louls met at the 
St. Louis Club Thursday evening to con- 
sider proposed State legislation affecting 
automobiles. 

It was decided to recommend for pas- 


sage to the Forty-seventh General As- 
sembly a@ law prohibiting a chauffeur, 
or any other person, from taking or 
using or tampering with any motor ve- 
hicle without the consent of the owner. 
The punishment for such a violation of 
the law is not to exceed imprisonment 
for over six months, or a fine not to 
exceed $500, or both imprisonment and 
fine. In case the guilty person should 
"be a chauffeur, his license will be re- 
voked and not issued again for two 
years. 

A law prohibiting commissions to 
chauffeurs was discussed and referred 
to a subcommittee, who will make a 
thorough investigation of the subject 
and study the conditions, and report 
later. 

There were many important measures 
brought up for consideration, some of 
which required further consideration. 
The committee adjourned, to meet in 
the. near future. The members of the 
Legislative Committee and the officers 
were present: iioy F. Britton, chair- 
man; P. N. Judson, A. C. Stewart, W.

50,000 MOTOR TRUCKS 
CHEAPEN DELIVERIES 


Fifty thousand motor trucks and de- 
livery wagons is believed to be a con- 
servative estimate of the number now 
in use in the United States. Carefully 
compiled reports made at the beginning 
of the year showed that there were 
then, in round figures, close to 30,000, and 
state and city registrations of motor 
vehicles compared with those of a year 
before proved that the number of these 
vehicles is doubling annually. 

Estimates of the probable production 
for the coming year vary widely, be 
cause many motor car manufacturers 
can regulate their output to correspond 
with demand.

With the arrival at Los Angeles, Cal., 
Nov. 26, of the field representative of 
the American Automobile Association, 
A. L. Westgard, there was completed, 
with about a week to spare, the mos 
extensive long-distance pathfinding pro- 
gram ever undertaken. 

Leaving New York June tli, the 
“Northwest Trail,’ transcontinencal 
route was put through Buffalo, Chicago, 
St. Paul and Minneapolis to Seattle, in- 
cluding connections to Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park and Glacier Park. 

This was followed by a run down the 
“Pacific Highway’’ from Seattle t9 
Portiand'and San Francisco, from which 
city Mr. Westgard started east at once 
on the “Overland Trail’ to Salt Lake 
City, Cheyenne, Omaha, Chicago and 
New York, including a loop from Chexy- 
enne to and from Denver. 

Leaving New York\ Oct. 1, the ‘‘Mid- 
land Trail’’ was laid out through Phila- 
delphia, Pittsburg, Indianapolis, ‘st. 
Louis, Kansas City, Denver, and Salt 
Lake City to Los Angeles, where the 
field work for one year came to an end. 

The distance covered on the ‘‘North- 
west. Trail’ (including the two national 
park connections), was 4196 miles; on 
the “Pacific Highway,’ 1016 miles; on 
the “Overland Trail’’ (including the 
Denver loop), 3919 miles, and on the 
“Midland Trail,’’ 3547 miles. This makes 
a route-laying total of 12,678 miles, with 
some incidental: trips where no account 
was taken of the mileage, covered by: 
the Pathfinder ‘‘40.’’

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 14.—Work-

Attorneys With Her Find Stairs 
Where She'Said She Dropped 
Match Are Unburned. 


THEY ARE PHOTOGRAPHED 


To Be Used at Trial Tomorrow 
—Girl Goes About Debris 


Describing Actions, ~ 

Barbara Gladys Arnold's attorneys 
have photographs of the Berlin. Hotel 
fire ruins with which they expect to 
disprove the confession she made to 
Chief of Detectives Allender that she 
fired the Berlin, which caused the death 
of three persons. 

The photographs will be introduced 

as evidence in the trial of Miss Arnold 
eet is set for tomorrow in the Juve- 
nile Court. The pictures, the attorneys 
for the defense expect, wil] disprove 
Miss Arnold’s signed statement given to 
Allender that she fired the Berlin Hotel 
by tossing a lighted match into a pile 
of papers in the lower section of a 
winding stairway between the first and 
second floors of the hotel. 

Although she is charged. only with 
having attempted to fire the Winder- 
mere Hotel several days . after the 
Berlin Hotel fire and therefore can be 
tried only on that charge, her attor- 
neys contend that proof that she did 
not fire the Berlin will be important in 
her defense because in her confession 
to having fired the Windemere she also 
stated she had fired the Berlin. 

Confession Chief Evidence, 

The confession, in writing, which is 
in the possession of Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Griffin who will conduct the 
prosecution, is the chief evidence against 
Miss Arnold, her. attorneys *claim, and 
they further contend that her de- 
scription of how she’started the Berlin 
Hotel fire is the essential detail of the 


whole confession. If they disprove that. 
physical 


part of her confession with 
evidence, they believe, the confession 
will. then be worthless to the State. 

When Miss Arnold a few weeks ago 
in an interview with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter repudiated the written confes- 
sion she ‘had made j to Allender he 
pointed out that she’had described to 
him in detail just how she had started 
the fire that destroyed the Berlin. In 
répudiating the confession, the girl said 
that she was induced to make it by his 
working on her mind, leading her to be- 
lieve she had started fire, perhaps, 
mental aberration. 

Friday afternoon Miss Arnold visited 
the ruins of the Berlin Hotel and 
ghowed her attorneys, Hiram"N. Moore. 
and Richard Ralph, the spot where she 
had’ told Allender she had dropped the 
match that.started the blaze. The at- 
torneys examined that section of the 
staircase and found it had never been 
scorched. They then 
called in Fire Chief Swingley and Cap- 
tain Farrell of Engine Co. 43 and after 
obtaining from them a_ stdtement 
that: the fire could not possibly have 
originated: where Miss Arnold told Al- 
lender it had, they had photographs 
made of the staircase to use as evi- 
dence, . 

If Miss Arnold, who is 16 years old, 
was elated over the new development in 
her case she did not betray. the fact 
with any visible expression as she left 
the damp and dismal! ruins of the hotel 

She showed the attorneys the small 
room she occupied while acting as a 
nurse in the family of the Reverend Wil- 
liam J. Williamson: She told how she 
was awakened the night of the fire 
by the breaking of glass in the transom 
over her door and how, when she ran 
into the narrow hallway outside her 
room, she saw flames bursting from the 
stairway. The fiercest of the flames, 
sie said, seemed@ ‘to be overhead. She 
ran through the hallway to the west 
wing of the hotel, she said, and awak- 
ened.the Williamson family, after which 
she fled into the street in her — 
clothes. 

If she stopped off at the room of Miss 
Jane Foulkes as the latter says she did, 
she claims, she does not recall the fact. 

Debria Covers Stairway, . 

The ‘stairway into which Miss Arnold 
told Chief Allender she had dropped the 
match was filled -with debrig when she 
and her attorneys arrived on the scene 
Friday afternoon. The first thought to 
enter Judge Moore’s mind, in view of 
the fact that his client says her con- 
fession to Chief Allender was not true, 
was to examine that portion of the 
stairway. 

He engaged negroes to clear away the 
burnt wood and ashes that had accumu- 
lated there, and when he discovered no 
traces of fire in that section, he called 
ia the officials of the Fire Department 
and had them verify the discovery, The 
upper portion of the stairway was slight- 
ly burnt and Chief Swingly gave it as 
his opinion that the flames ended there 
after sweeping through:’the upper floors. 

Crowds of school children passing the 
Berlin Hotel’ on thelr way home from 
school Friday afternoon saw' Miss Ar- 
nold and her attorneys examining the 
ruins and although: they stopped to 
watch the photographer at work and 


several of them remarked that “he was} 


taking pictures of the hotel the Arnold 
girl had burned,” Miss Arnold herself 
attracted no more than passing netice 
from them.. She apparently paid no at- 
tention to the other children. Clad in 
a brown cloak and bite silk hood, she 
looked Mke a child that was satisfying 


only an idle curiosity. 


While'in the wreck of what was form- 
erly her room, she picked up the burned 
remnants of a-small book and remarked 
that it was her Latin grammar. With 
the permission of the policeman on duty 
she pocketed the charref pages.

Society for Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis Expects a Record 
This Christmas. 





American Red Cross Society probably 


will bé& disposed of by the St. Louis So- 
ciety for the Relief and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis in the campaign which is 
pow being waged to stamp out the 
white plague in this city and. its, en- 
virons. The sates of the past week have 
Leen large, and in many instances sur- 
passed the hopes. of those in charge of 
the work. 

Already the new open-air school is as- 
sured, and the sociéty *plans to broaden 
the scope so that it may wor« more ef- 
fectively in the thickly settled districts 
of the city, particularly where tubercu- 
losis has been most prevalent. 

That 10 per cent of the deaths in. the 
jast year were from the dreaded disease 
has caused many who formerly were not 
interested in the work to take a hand. 
Many others have been attractecé by the 
many cures that have resulted from the 
fresh air and healthy .diet treatment 
which the society has advertised broad- 
cast. 

Work Done Systematically. 

The work this year has been done 
systematically under ons general com- 
mittee, which has 26 subdivisions. Mfs, 
Iforace S. Rumsey its the chairman of 
the general committee and has taken 
personal charge of many .of the sub- 
committees, and from each of the com- 
mittses favorable returns have been re- 
ceived. 

Although many who contributed last 
year through the public schools to the 
fund this year have been subdivided 
into ether departments of the work, the 
returns from this source have been 
large, The complete returns will not 
be received from this branch of the 
work for several days, as Mra. E. F. 
Brown, will receive the collections and 
forward them to the society instéad of 
the committee from each schoel making 
a separate report to the society. 

With about one-sixth of the parochial 
schools yet to hear from, more than 
10,000 seals are already accounted for and 
it is expected that nearly all of the 
15,000 seals which were sent out by the 
society will be sold. 

Site for New School, 

The society is looking for a site for 
the new open air school in the Compton 
Heights district, which is one of the 
highest sections of the city and con- 
venient to tubercular children living 
south of the Mill Creek Valley. 

It has not been determined what the 
capacity of the new school will be, but 
{it is thought it will be somewhat larger 
than the present one, which was built 
to preve the efficacy of the open air 
school. As ths expense of maintaining 
an open air school is. heavy, from the 
standpoint-of the society, it will aot be 
‘large enough to accommodate the pres- 
ent waiting list, as the expenses of the 


society for the coming year will bs 


greater than those of the year just 
closing.

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Bernero Boy's Lawyer . Cites 
Case of Adoption of 
Tiberius by Augustus. 


HE IS TO APPEAL CASE 


Sure Supreme Court Will Re- 


verse Judge Muench, Who 
Dismissed Suit. 


Following the example of Judge 
Muench, Attorney Thomas B. Cannon 


has gore back into history to show 
why he should appeal from Judge 
Muench’s decision dismissing 8-year- 
old Louis Bernero’s suit to break the 
will of his foster-grandmother, Mrs. 
Theresa L. Benero, and obtain her 
$1,000,000 estate. . 

Judge Muench, in his two months’ 
search of legal history for something 
on which he could base a judgment 
on a hitherto unadjudicated point, got 
as’ far back as Babylon and refers, in 
his decision, to the code of Hammu- 
rabi, a Babylonian King who died 
more than 2000 years before the birth 
of Christ. Cannon, in citing authorf- 
ties, stops in ancient Rome. 

Louis Bernero ig. the son of Eman- 
uel Bernero, adopted .son of Mrs. 
Theresa L. Bérnero and her’ husband, 
Louis, who’ died in 1905. Emanuel 
Bernero died two years ago, and Mrs. 
Theresa Bernero died in July, 1911, 
leaving most of her estate by will to 
her sister, Mrs. Clotilda Longinottl, 
and Mrs. Longinotti’s 11 children. 
The boy’s suit was filed by his moth- 
er, Mrs. Lorraine Bernero of 65049 
Maple avenue, 

The point Judge Muench had to de- 
cide wag whether the offspring of 
an adopted ahild can inherit the 
adoptor’s estate, when the adopted 
child dies before one or both of his 
foster-parents. He had no precedent 
on which to base a'decision. Conse- 
quently he had to study the point for 
weeks and pass judgment in accord 
with principles laid down by other 
jurists in disposing of almost similar 
cases. 

His decision was that the relation be- 
tween the boy and Emanuel Bernero’s 
foster parents was centractorial, rather 
than of bloed, and that children of the 
adopted child cannet inherit the adopt- 
or’s property when the adopted child 
does net survive the testator. 

Cannon has filed motions for a new 
trial and for an arrest of judgment. 
Should they be denied, he will take an 
appeal. The case may finally end in 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
he declares. 

Authorities; ef Boy’s Lawyer. 

Cannon says he does not agree with 
Judge Muench and believes he will be 
able to win the case on an appeal. 
Among the citations he has dug up is 
the following, from an opinjon by Judge 
Napton of the Missouri Supreme Court: 

‘‘The person adopted entered into the 
family and came under the power of 
the person adopting him, and the effect 
was such that the person adopted stood 
not only himself in the relation of child 
to him adopting, but his . children be- 
Hence, 
when Tiberius was adopted by Augus- 
tus, by arrogation, Germanicus (a son 
of Tiberius) became the grandson of 
Augustus. 

“The French law also admitted of 
adoption and the adopted succeeded to 
the inheritance of the adoptor. (Code 
Napoleon, Art. 850.) It was well known 
to Spanish law, and the person adopted 
succeeded as heir to him who adopted 
him.” 

It is set forth that Judge Napton cited 
these points, with approval, from a Lou- 
isiana case. From Louisiana, Cannon 
says, Texas tdok the legal principles 
governing adoption, and from Texas 
they have been passed on to the codes 
of other states, Missouri among them. 

In support of his contention, Cannon 
points also to the following citation by 
Judge Lamm of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, in the case of Hockaday vs. 
Lynn: 

“Adoption was also an incident of 
Spanish law,: was incorporated into 
the Code Napoleon and from that code 
(or Spanish law) found its way 
through Louisiana and Texas into the 
statutes of their sister states.” 

Child Hasn’t Lost, Says Lawyer. 

Cannon declares the newspapers 
have unwarrantedly given the public 
an impression that the Bernero boy 
has lost the case. They have also 
erred, he says, in not giving the full 
details of a Missouri Supreme Court 
decision on a point in connection 


with the boy’s suit to quiet title to.

' “When the/sult to quiet title was 
called before Judge McQuillin,” said 
Cannon, “we asked that the case be 
delayed until the will contest was 
tried, so the boy would have a good 
title when he won. Judge McQuillin 
denied a continuance and We asked 
the Supreme Court to prohibit him 
from proceeding with the trial. 

“The opinion of the higher court, 
handed down last Monday, 
Judge McQuillin has. jurisdiction and 
cannot be restrained from going on 
with the trial. In passing on the 
point, however, Judge Lamm, speak- 
ing for the Supreme Court in banc, 
says: 

“Would it not be-the sa®er course 
to let the will contest be determined 
before the suit to quiet title is tried? 
That course would avoid possible and 
unnecessary complication. Complica- 
tions of a similar charaofer, also pos- 
sible in the cause, catiged a judgment 
to be reversed in the case'of Sharkey 
vs. Kiernan.’ | 

“In other words, he intimates that 
the lower court can pass on the case, 
but can by no means rest assured 
that it will not be reversed by the 
Supreme Court.”

tt was rumored both that he had been murdered 
ard that he had killed himself.

It was 
believed that he went to Galvesten and from there 
to Mexico; that he doubled north into Colorado 
avd turned back south into Texas. The last trace 
of his whereabouts was @ draft drawn by him in 
Humble, Tex., in 1906, upon a rélative in Gal- 
veston. 

For more than six years, if he be still altve, 
Jones has roamed the world, bearing with him 
the burden of a terrible secret. Did he tell the 
truth when he swore that he saturated a sponge 
with ciiloroform, placed it on the face of his 
s'eeping benefactor, covered it with a towel fold- 
ei in the shape of a cone, and waited in an ad- 
joining room until the agéd victim was dead? Or 
was he guilty of a le which had brought an in- 
nocent man to the deathhouse in Sing Sing, and 
condemnéé@ him, as it seemed, to perpetual im- 
prisonment? These @fe the questions which Pat- 
rick must answer conclusively in his attempt to 
win vindication. 

Patrick’s relations with Jones were described in 
1907 by Arthur Train, then Assistdht District. At- 
torney of New York. At that time Patrick’s 
death sentence had been commuted to life im- 
prisonment, but it was a general belief that. he 
was guilty. In this belief Train shared, although 
he was careful to point out that, althought there 
was a mass of evidence pointing to a conspiracy 
engineered by Patrick for looting the Rice estate, 
there was no evidence save the confession of 
the valet to connect the attofney with the mur- 
der. r 

“Patrick’s connection with the Rice litigation,” 
wrote Train, summarizing Jones’ confession, “be- 
gan four years before the murder. His first 
visit to Rice’s apartment was made under the 
assumed name of Smith, for the purpose of dis- 
covering whether the valet would be corrupted. 

“He flattered Jones and told him he was un- 
derpaid and unappreciated. He learned that Rice 
was living with no companion save Jones. and 
that the valet was in his confidence and thorough- 
ir- familiar with bis papers. He also learned that 
Rice, although 384 years old, was tn full poseession 
of his facuities, conducted his own business, and 
might live for years.” 

Patrick found a will made by Rice in 1896, in 
which his natural heirs were disinherited in fa- 
vor of his pet charity, the William M. Rice Insti- 
tute at Houston. According to Train, the at- 
torney forged a new will in which Patrick was 
substituted as beneficiary instead of the school.

SENSATION has been created in scientific 

circles by advices received from Sir Martin 

Conway, Prof. William Niven and- Senor 
Ramon Wefia of the discovery of absolute Mon- 
golian remains only a coupje of hours’ walk from 
the City of Mexico, thereby confirming the hypotb- 
esis that has long been held that the most 
ancient civilization of Mexico and Peru preceding 
that of the Toltecs and the Aztecs was of Mon- 
golian origin. 

Close to and partly beneath the ruins of the 
ancient city of Tootihuacan, aboyt nineteen miles 
northeast of the City of Mexico, the scientists un- 
covered the still morg ‘ancient city of Otumbia, 
which flourished with a wondrous civilization 
centuries before the Aztecs or Toltecs rose to 
power, possibly even before Babylon anu Nineveh 
swayed the destinies of Western Asia.

In What appears to have been a tomb of the low- 
est city, waose age so far defies calculation, Prof. 
Niven found the clay image of a Chinaman, with 
oblique eye slits, padded coat, flowing trousers 
and slippers.

It should be remem- 
bered, however, that the Chinese did not adopt

OR his graduating. address at Walthall, in 
1890, Gore took the race question as his 
subject, and dealt with it in such a vigor 

ous manner that hé. was urged to become a can- 
didate for the State constitutional convention, 
then approaching. He was only 19 years old, 
too “young to make the race. He taught school 
until] 1891, when he was nominated for the lower 
house of the Legislature, only to be compelled 
to withdraw because of his youth. He forsook 
his ambitions long enough to be graduated from 
the law department of Cumberland University, 
Lebanon, Tenn., in 1892. 

Gore, who was now 22 years old, was one of 
the most gangerous men in Mississippi to meet 
in joint debate. James K. Vardaman, former. 
Governor and now Senator, felt the sting of 
Gore’s tongue, and has not forgotten it. It is 
suspected, however, that Senator Vardaman would 
like now to measure swortis with Gore om-.the 
platform. Gore was speaking for one faction of 


‘the Democratic party in a red hot campaign, 


and Vardaman for the other faction. Senator 
Vardaman told of the incident when in Okla- 
Roma several months ago. Vardaman was rather 
untrained on the platform, but had much con- 
fidence in himself. 2 . 

Gore was advertised to speak in a certain 
town, ahd Vardaman was sent forthwith to drive 
him from the platform.

His blindness has given him a cer- 
tain protection in the heat. of campaigns that 
otherwise he would not have received. His op- 
ponents have felt that with Gore sightless and 
feeling his way with a cane or leaning upon the 
arm of a friend for guidance, any attack upon 
him would be politica) suicide for the man who 
made it. In the Oklahoma campaign that result- 
ed in his first election to the United States Sen- 
ate, there was strong inclination to harpoon Gore 
but none had the temerity to do it, so his rivals 
fourht among themselves and Gore came peace- 
fuliv inte his own, 
This attitude toward him is galling to Gore, 
who is not. without fire and temper. He is 
known upon a certain occasion to have resented 
the statement that he would be subjected: to“ 
physical violence were it not for his blindness. 
“Tie a handkerchief across your eyes, and 
then we'll be equal, and I'll maul the life out of 
you,” he exclaimed in wrath. Physically, Gore 
ie a powerful man. 
Before Gore found his way to Oklahoma he 
had been well singed in the political fires. He

Drew Stfaws With Owen. for he 

Long Senate Term. and Lost. 
ENATOR GORE is serving his sé¢dnd term 
in the Senate. In the first State election. 
he drew straws with Senator Robert L. 
Owen and got the short term, and was re-elected 
without opposition, largely because of this fact. 
That first campaign for the Senate was a time 
of travail for Gore, He was poor, so poor that 
as he traveled from county to county and from 
town to town, he ate at lunch counters. In wind 
and rain and dust and blistering heat, he lifted 
kis face skyward and talked to the .people, al- 
ways with laughter on his lips.
